Premier Nikita Khrushchev. There is 
ample cause for worry but the West may 
have to learn to live with him. He has 
all the odds in his favor when it comes 
to world-wide propaganda 

To begin with he need pay no heed 
to his oWn people. They only learn what 
he deems it advisable for them to learn 
they are told only one side of the story. 
He can say today what he will contradict 
tomorrow without loss of domestic pres- 
tige power As a he can 
change his course to suit the purpose of 
deceiving or putting something over the 
West. The latter is subject to the demo- 
cratic processes of its forms of govern- 
ment and cannot hoodwink its own 
peoples; it must carry them with it 

In addition the West 
to trust Soviet promises. It is very 
well for Mr. Khrushchev to announce an 
end to nuclear after Russia has 
recently concluded a series of its own 
but without UN or equally impartial 
inspection his offer is meaningless. There 
would be nothing to stop the Soviet Union 
carrying on such tests in secret, whereas 
if the West announced such a stoppage it 
would be difficult to resume ting
